Jewish 
leaders

WASHINGTON. — President Ford 
is reported to have told a group 
‘of American Jewish leaders during 
ἃ White House meeting on Friday 
that “a strong and viable Israel" re- 
mains the “bulwark” of American 
policy in the Middle East, and that 
the U.S. does not belteve that 
Israel should make unilateral térri- 
torial withdrawals in Sinai without 
concomitant Egyptian concessions. 

During a 70-minute session with 
the President and Secretary of 
State Kissinger — most of which 
was devoted to a general review 
of American forelgn policy in the 
Middle Hast, with less emphasis 
placed on the emigration of Soviet 
Jewry issue — Jewish leaders gen- 
erally came away impressed by the 
Administration's strong reassertion 
of support for Israel. 

Mr. Ford, a strong supporter of 
Israel during his more than 20 
years in Congress, pointed out dur- 
ing the meeting that his attitude 
toward Israel has not changed at 
all since entering the White House, 
according to several participants. 
Apparently determined to restate 
‘US. support for Istael, Mr. Ford 
ia reported to have said that he 
will not allow a “Munich” to occur 
in the Middle Hast. 


The President relterated that the 
best chances for a Successful Arab- 
Israeli settlement is through a con- 
tinuation of Dr. Kissinger’s step by 
step mediatory efforta. Rabbi Israel 
Miller, chairman of the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American Jew- 
ish Organizations, told newsmen after 
the meeting that the Pesident did 
not seem to be pessimistic about 
achieving another accord. 


Kissinger stressed that the momen-, 


tum must be maintained in order to 
avert war. Also accompanying the 
President was his outgoing adviser 
on Jewish affairs, Leonard Garment, 
and his incoming adviser, Robert 
Goldman, 

Asked whether the President in< 
dicated that Israel should adopt 
more flexible policies toward the 
Arabs, Rabbi Miller replied that 
there “was no statement to that 
effect." Miller added that he did not 
get any impression that U.S. pres-

Dayan: War threat | 
with Israel on Golan 


Former Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan stated on Friday night that 
Israel would have “the sword of war 
dangling over it” as long as it held 
on to the Golan Heights. 


The Labour MK told an Israel TV 
interviewer this did not mean leav- 
ing the Heights would bring peace. 
But Syria would never agree to Is- 
rael's presence there; and if the 
Government put avoiding war at all 
costs ahead of security, Israel would 
heave to leave. 


He added that the situation was 
quite different regarding Judea-Sa- 
maria, over which he could not see 
any Arab group going to war with 
Israel. 


Mr. Dayan referred to the Golan 
as “an open sore” and the "key to 
war" in discussing the possibility of 
some kind of arrangement with 
Egypt. Despite differences of opinion 
between Israel and Egypt, such a 
medium or long-range ent— 
short of peace (he had no maps to 
suggest) — was possible; but it de- 
pended on Dgypt's Uh eas to 
make a move without Syria. And 
under present conditions a permanent 
Israel presence on'the Golan was 
something Syria would not agree 
to. They were not interested in 
withdrawals of a kilometre here and 
there. 

Asked what to do in the situation, 
he said Israel faced a _ choice. 
Whoever placed security first would 
remain sitting on the Golan, with 
settlement and so forth and would 
regard it as part of the State of 
‘Israel. But. whoever felt that Israel 
was unready for war and that war

must be avoided at all costs would 
have to realize that “all” began with 
the Golan. 

As to Judea-Samaria, the situation 
was quite different. Egypt and Syria 
would not go to war over the fact 
that there were Israelis at Kiryat 
Arba -- they were thinking about 
the Israelis on the Golan and the 
Gulf of Suez. Indeed, “I don't see 
the PLO, the Jordan Government, 
the Palestinians or any other Arab 
state going to war over Judea and 
Samaria," he said. 

He added that it was not the 
terrorists who pushed the Arabs 
into war; they waged war for 
themselves. 


‘Asked to comment on the be- 
reaved-parents group who prevent- 
ed him from lecturing at Bar-Dan 
University on Thursday night, Mr. 
Dayan said that as far as it was de- 
pendent on him he would continue 
to speak wherever he was invited to 
do so. He had not wanted the 
parents expelled (they were not), 
ag their grief was involved.

12 hurt in Jerusalem blast

A policeman and a passerby who 
were seriously injured on Friday by 
the explosion of a time bomb hidden 
in a paint can near Jerusalem's Zion 
Square were reported out of danger 
and improving last night: 10 others 
will be released from Shaere Zedek

The small incendiary bomb, com- 
posed of a clock, batteries and ex- 
plosives, went off 85 Sergeant Meir 
Levy opened the can with a screw- 
driver in the back of his Ford Cor- 
tina patrol car. The resulting blaze 
set his uniform afire and injured him 
seriously. The policeman driving the 
car, Constable Moshe Ben-Harush, 
was also hurt. Reuven Sharabani, a 
22-vear-old transport worker, was 
burned by the flames and hit by fly- 
ing glass as he passed by the car. 
Ten others, including four women and 
three children, were less seriously m- 
jured. 

Bighteen of the 39 suspects ar- 
rested following the explosion were 
released by the police yesterday. The 
authorities are still investigating the 
somewhat confusing details of the 
incident. 

At 1.10 on Friday afternoon, the 
police received a report of several 
paint cans and brushes left outside

“A 
policeman opened all the cans and 
found nothing unusual, closed the lids 
and left the scene,” a police spokes- 
man told The Jerusalem Post, Thirty 
minutes later, a municipal inspector 
noticed the cans and tried to open 
them with a borrowed putty knife 
until employees of the cafe advised 
him to call the police. He was told 
by the police that the cans had al- 
ready been checked. 

A few minutes later, he called for 
help again, and Sergeant Levy and 
his partner arrived. As one police- 
man brought the cans to their car 
parked in Rehov Ben-Yehuda, an- 
other checked a suspicious vehicle 
parked nearby. Then as Constable 
Ben-Harush started the car, Sergeant 
Levy opened a can with a screw- 
ἀγίνεον and the bomb exploded, in- 
juring 12 persons and shattering 
store windows. Passersby extricated 
the policemen from the car and the 
injured were taken to Shaare Zedek, 
whose emergency alarm had been 
sounded minutes before they arrived. 

Rebov Ben Yehuda was cleared of 
curiosity seekers and closed by the 
authorities until 3.45 p.m. 

The police spokesman said that 
members of the force are instructed 
in the event of a suspicious object 
to call a sapper, clear passersby from 


all who helped in 


the area or put the object jn a se- 
curity pit. He added that the police- 
men apparently did not follow or- 
ders because they saw nothing sus- 
Picious in the paint can. 


The PLO, which is the roof or- 
ganization of the terrorist move- 
ment, claimed responsibility for the 
Jerusalem blast although three dif- 
ferent member zroups did Hkewlse. 

The PLO’s Eeirut-based news 
agency, Wafa, said that the dom- 
imant Fatah was responsible for 
the explosion, claiming that one 
member belonging to the move- 
ment's Assifa (Storm) force placed 
“the bomb under an Israeli mili- 
tary patrol vehicle.” 

The Popular Democratic Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine, 
bowever, said that the operation 
was carried out by two of its men 
who were alleged to have “hurled 
handgrenades" at the police vehicle. 
Later, the Popular Struggle Front 
(PSF) — a small terrorist group 
opposed to PLO chief Yasser Ara- 
fat — said that the blast was set off 
by “a number” of its men. It said 
that the blast was named “opera- 
tion Capucci" after Greek Catholic 
Archbishop Hilarion Capucci, now 
serving 12 years' imprisonment here.

K ‘confident’ 
on progress 


in Mid-East 


UNITED NATIONS. — Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger said 
yesterday he is confident pro- 
gress will be made toward peace 
in the Middle East. He spoke 
after meeting separately with 
Secretary-General Kurt Wald- 
heim and Algerian Foreign Min- 
ister Abdelaziz Bouteflika, pres- 
ident of the just-concluded Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

He declined to comment on state- 
menis by Egyptian President n- 
war Sadat that under certam cir- 
cumstances Sadat was willing to 
recognize Israel borders and οἵ 
Premier Rabin that Rabin was will- 
ing to talk to Sadat “anytime and 
any place.” 

Kissinger said he wanted to see 
the texts of their remarks frst, 
but added: “We ara trying to bring 
about further progress in the 
Negotiations and therefore we wel- 
come any conciliatory statement 
that is made by either side that 
would help move them forward. We 
are 5111] hopeful that progress can 
be made and we belleve it will be 
made.” 

Kissinger conferred with Wald- 
heim for about an hour and then 
with Boutefltka for about 1'» hours. 
‘He said his talks also covered 
Cyprus, Cambodia and the actions 
of the General Assembly, among 
other subjects, 

In reply to a question whether 
there were new developments in 
the Middle East, the Secretary said 
he discussed the situation as It 
exists and has been reported. There 
is no dramatic new development," 
he said. 


Kissinger stated he did not en- 
visage a trip ta the Middle East 
in the near future “but it seems 
to be my destiny to be related 
tao Unis sooner or later.” But he 
indieated he would again particip- 
ate in the negotiations for an 
agreement “whenever the parties 
are sufficiently close to bring it 
about. We are actively engaged in 
exploring thcse poss:bilities.” 

To uw question whether he was 
trying ta get the Arabs back into 
Step by step talks, Kissinger re- 
plied: “The Arabs are engaged in 
the step hy step talks in the 
Middle East so 1 don't have to 
get them back." A resumption of 
the Geneva talks had always been 
on the agenda. “The problem {& to 
pick the right moment.” 

In his talks, Kissinger vaiced 
personally his concern about what 
the U.S. rezards as one-sided, ar- 
bitrary decisions taken by the 
General Assembly. 

“It 1s our view that the inter- 
dependence of the world requires 
that probletas be solved coopera- 
tlvely and not through confronta- 
tlons between blocs that might be 


formed arbitrarily," he tald re- 
Porters. 
His visit to UN Headquarters 


came two weeks after U.S, Am- 
bassador John Scali warned the 
Assembly thar some of its deci- 
sions threatened to erode Amer- 
iean support for the world body. 
The chief U.S. concerns have been 
the adulatory reception given to 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat and the 
suspension of South Africa from 
the Assembly.

RABIN TO SADAT: 
‘Prove you're serious 


and meet me’

TEL AVIV. Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin on Friday asked Egyptian 
President Sadat to prove he was 
Serious about his ABC-TV inter- 
view call for peace by sitting down 
with Israel.

'Y with Israel but only speak of Israel 


to American TV audiences,” he 
told the ‘weekly luncheon meeting 
of the Commercial and Industrial 
Club at the ZOA House here. 

The Prime Minister said that 
if Sadat was truly serious about 
peace and it was not just another 
propaganda bid aimed at forelgn 
consumption “then I am ready and 
willing to meet you any time and 
at any place." 

‘Noting the hard line set out by 
Foreign Minister Fahmy, Mr. Rabin 
gaid, “Mr. Sadat, someone around 
you had to decide where you are 
heading... if you are looking for 
peace then you certainly heve us 
as partners." He dismissed Fahmy’s 
demands (no immigration for 50 
years, return to UN 1947 partition 
Imes), and declared the Israe) Gov- 
ernment’s readiness to continue in 
its policy of seeking peace, if not 
im one move then by stages but on 
condition of reciprocity. 

Part of his speech was devoted 
to defending government policy 
against critics. “We have done every- 
thing in’ order to gain time in order 
to rebuild our defence forces. We 
have been able to reach understand- 
ing with the United States" which 
he described as ‘that great power 
of friendship with limitations.” 

Declaring that Israel was stronger 
than before the Yom Kippur war, 
he said: “We have more arms, we 


® have drawn the necessary conclu- 
sions and we are ready for any 


likely attack." His government's 
policy had brought this about, he 
stressed, and he highlighted the 


ἢ supreme importance — in his eyes 


— of maintaining an understanding 
with Washington. 

“An eminent American has said 
there is no linkage (between arms 
supplies and political understanding}, 
rather there js a parallelism.” After 
noting the recent Congress approval 
of more financial aid, Mr. Rabin 
said the majority of American 
thinking was: “As long as you in 
Israel cleave to logical and flexible 
stands, and the Arabs to inflexible 
and irrational positions, American 
support is assured.”

Mr, Rabin said, "If Israel is attack- 
ed, we will win on the battlefeld 
but the Arab-Israeli conflict cannot 
be solved by war. To say other- 
wise would be to foster illusions.”

1950s about Israel being unable 
to lose even one war. 

Referring to the Impending visit 
to Cairo or Soviet Communist leader 
Leonid Brezhnev, Mr. Rabin declared 
that Egypt was mistaken if it 
thought it could revert to warlilke 
Polic’es and cleave to the Soviet line 
und simultaneously continue with 
phase-by-phase diplomacy.

DEATH FOR 
FRENCHMAN 
IN BEIRUT 


BEIRUT (AP). — A Lebanese mi- 
litary court yesterday sentenced a 
Frenchman, Francois Plerre Ronget, 
42, to death on charges of spying for 
Israel and aiding Israeli commandss 
who killed three terrorist leaders in 
a raid cn Beirut on April 10, 1973, 

A panel of judges arrived at the 
sentence after deliberating two 
Nours, When the decision was read 
Ronget paled and slumped in his 
chair. 

Before the judges retired, Ronget 
told them he never worked against 
any Arab country and asked for 
clemency. But the military prosecu- 
tor said there was ample trrefutable 
evidence cf Ronget's role in the Is- 
raeli raid, including testimonies of 
witnesses and five forged passports 
sctized from him.

struck by parents

Jerusalem Post Reporter, 
Classes will resume this morning 
at Jerusalem's Ramat Eshkol State 
Religious School, after a two-day 
“strike” last week over the Educa- 
tion Ministry's refusal to provide 


volunteer parent security guards 
with firearms. , 
The Parents Committee, which 


had a few weapons on loan from 
private sources for several months, 
had to return them last week. When 
they applied to the ministry for 
arms they were told they could 
have none. 

The municipality has assailed the 
suspension of classes at the 640- 
pupil institution. It told the parents 
those who own arms may use them 
while on guard duty. Those who 
do not have them should join the 
Civil Guard and get a weapon from 
that agency, it said. 

The Parents Committee, ‘backed by 
an overwhelming majority at a 
special parents’ meeting last night, 
rejected this on two counts. First, 
they claim the Civil Guard is a vo- 
luntary organization, while the guard- 
ing of schools is mandatory. Hence, 
it would be unfair to force a citizen 
to join a voluntary βοάν ἴῃ order to 
carry out a duty required by law. 

Second, the parents said this was a 
“struggle of principle,” to point out 
the flaws in the School- Guard Law, 
which they say does not spell out 
clearly how the parents are to ob- 
tain arms with which to guard the 
schools. 

Last night the parents voted py 80 
to 52 to continue the suspension of 
classes indefinitely until the ministry 
provides the arms or comes up with 
a satisfactory formula. Later, how- 
ever, another vote was taken; it 
was decided to give Education Min- 
istry officials one more day — today 
— in which to solve the problem.

— Author and play- 
wright Yigael Mossinsohn thinks he 
can solve the problem of generating 
ali the power this country needs 
with no more than an initial invest- 
ment and maintenance costs. 


The secret: harnessing the energy 
of waves, tides and wind. 

Author Mossinsohn claims he has 
the problem “licked" — if only on 
paper. Israel patent number 46222, 
issued last week in Mr. Mossinsohn’s 
name, bears out his claim to ori- 
ginality. ἢ 

The mechanics of the invention: 3. 
chain of small umbrella-like devices, 
driven inland by the combined im- 
pact of the wind and waves. On the 
return leg back out to sea they are 
collapsed to minimize wind and 
spray resistance. The constant 
movement of the chain inland and 
back out to sea powers an electric 
generator. 

Mossinsohn’s invention is being 
treated with respect. He has already 
been to see the Prime Minister about 
it. Mr. Rabin’s reactions — says 
Mossinsohn — were positive. The 
technical details are now being 
worked out. "I am not an engineer 
and don’t know enough about these 
things. I am sure there will be prob- 
lems." Corrosion would probably be 
Headache No. One. “But problems 
can be solved...” he said. 

Mr, Mossinsohn is convinced that 
his device, also usable in lakes and 
rivers (or wind-generated) can solve 
the country’s energy problems. Se- 
ven senior mechanical engineers con- 
sulted for a opinion 
have given a positive verdict, he 
claimed.

Poland, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, 
Rumania, and Yugoslavia. Soviet 
Russia has none, because no writ- 
ers in Soviet Russia have been 
prepared to sign the P.E.N. char- 
ter, which, Baron de Radzitzky 
stressed, “is very clear on the 
matter of freedom to write and 
free exchange between writers.” 

Furthermore, the Soviets have 
been demanding 15 votes, one for 
each Soviet Republic. The only 
exceptions to the rule of one P.E.N, 
centre and one vote per nation are 
such countries as Belgium, which 
has a French and a Flemish 
centre, and the US., which, be- 
cause of its size, has one centre 
each on the East and West Coasts. 

Another stumbling bloc to Soviet 
membership has been the Soviets’ 
condition that they would join only 
if Latvian, Estonian and other 
Members of the Writers-in-Exile 
PE.N. Centre were expelled from 
membership. 

The spokesmen said they were 
pleased by the fact that Por- 
tuguese writers have recently, for 
the first time, contacted P.E.N. 
about forming a centre in Portu- 
gal.

or in a manner that would jeopar- 
dize them on their return to their 
home countries. ; 

The Executive also decided to sus- 
pend the Chilean P.E.N. centre for 
having involved itself in political 
action in connection with the anti- 
Allende coup last year. Expulsion, 
which some delegates demanded im- 
mediately, will be considered later, 
unless the Chilean centre provides 
a satisfactory explanation of its 
action. The only previous expulsion

BUDAPEST (Reuter). Senior 
European Communist Party offi- 
cials yesterday ended three days of 
planning for a top-level conference 
in apparent harmony after keeping 
away from any controversial issues 
involving China and a _ possible 
world party meeting. 

A top Italian delegate said all the 
28 parties represented were satisfied 
and had followed “a gentlemen's 
agreement” to keep clear of divisive 
issues not on the agenda. 

A communique said the delegates 
agreed to set up a drafting commit- 
tee open to all parties to prepare 
documents for the conference of 
party leaders, which is planned for 
East Berlin In the first half of next 
year. 

Sergio Serge, head of the Italian 
Party's International Section, said 
the drafting committee would meet 
in East Berlin in January and a se- 
cond preparatory meeting of senior 
officials would probably be called to 
discuss the draft documents before 
the conference itself. ‘ 

He said the meeting stuck to its 
given subjects of European security 
cooperation and social progress. “No 
one spoke about extra-European 
questions: No one spoke a word 
about Albania,” he said. 

Pro-Chinese Albania has de- 
pounced the planned conference and 
independent Communists of Holland 
and Iceland have also decided to 
stay away.

TEHERAN (Reuter). French 
Premier Jacques Chirac yesterday 
had two rounds of talks with his 
Iranian counterpart Amir Abbas 
Hoaveyda on expanding technical, eco- 
nomic and scientific co-operation be- 
tween their countries. 

The government-owned Fars News 
Agency said Chirac discussed a 
broad economic agreement which 
included setting up nuclear power 
stations in Iran. 

Chirac, here on a three-day of- 
ficial visit, is to meet the Shah 
today for talks at Niavaran Palace 
on the northern outskirts of Teheran. 
He will also confer with the chair- 
man of Iran's national oil company, 
Manouchehr Eghbail, on a joint ven- 
ture plant for producing liquid na- 
tural gas. 

Commenting on the agreement, 
the newspaper “Kayhan Interna- 
tional” noted that it foresees co- 
operation in nuclear power genera- 
tion, petrochemicals, gas develop- 
ment land exports, tanker construc- 
ton, housing and education, among 
other items. ᾿ 

The nuclear part includes five 
1,000 megawatt power plants which 
Iran will buy from France over the 
next three years, The government 
bas deposited $1,000m. with the 
Bank of France as a credit line.

Students to the countryside 
as Ethiopia turns ‘socialist’ 


ADDIS ABABA. — Ethiopia cele- 
brated its first day 45 a one-party 
massive 
Chinese-style march-past here of 
20,000 uniformed students, all of 
whom sre to be sent into the 
countryside, 

Watching them swing through 
the race course was Genera! Teferi 
Benatl, who took over as head of 
the ruling military council after 
last month's slaughter of the aristo- 
cracy, and the i20member body's 
two vice-chairmen. 

One of the two, Major Mengistu 
Waile-Mariam, is considered the 
driving force behind Friday’s key 
statement in which the 
Council pledged to tum Ethiopia 
into a socialist state with a one- 
party system, direct government 
control over most of the economy, 
and establishment of people's com- 
munes. 

It was the first time Major Men- 
gistu, a young-looking 36, has ap- 
peared in public. Strongly national- 
ist, the Major comes from a humble 
family and is known for his radical 
views, The Council's second vice-, 
chairman, Major Adnafu Abate, 
also appeared in public for the 
first thne. 

Although Ethiopia's students have 
been in the forefront of demands 
for the introduction of a socialist 
system, the majority taking part 
in yesterday's parade did not ap- 
pear overly enthusiastic. Occasion- 
ally groups of heavily guarded 
marchers burst into revolutionary 
songs, but the general impression 
was one of apathy. 

Authorities had anticipated trouble, 
but the march went off without 
incident, although thousands of 
students facing the callup to work 


5 Tupamaros 
with bullets 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay (AP). — 
The bodies of five Tupamaro guer- 
rillas were found tied, blindfolded 
and riddied with bullets Friday be- 
side a rural highway. 

There was immediate speculatlizn 
that the gang-style executicns of 
the three women and two men were 
in reprisal for the assassination 
Thursday in Paris of Uruguay's m:- 
litary attache. 

The government said the victims 
had been identified as members of 
the leftist guerrilla band. 

On the road near the bedies the 
killers scratched the letter “M" 
three times. Police said they could 
not identify the “signature” but it 
could be an Uruguayan group copy- 
ing the “AAA,” a right-wing death 
squad in neighbouring Argentina 
that has murdered scores of left- 
ist activists. 

Authorities declined to link the 
Tupamaro deaths with the Paris 
slaying of Col. Ramon Trabal. They 
said an exhaustive investigation was 
being conducted to arrest those res~ 
ponsible, 


Seoul hangs assassin 
who shot Mrs. Park 


SEOUL (UPI). — Korean authori- 
ties have executed ‘Moon Se Kwang, 
convicted assassin of the wife of 
President Park Chung-Hee. 

Officials who witnessed the exe- 
eution on Friday said Moon, 23, 
wept and prayed for 20 minutes 
before be was hanged in Seoul 
prison. 

Moon did not know he was about 
to be executed when he was taken 
to the hanging room of the prison, 
the officials said. 

When the procedure began, Moon 
asked, “Now am I going to be put 
to death?” and began Weeping and 
praying. 

Moon, who lived most of his life 
in Japan, tried to assassinate Park 
at a public gathering in Seoul on 
August 15. He missed his target

FORCED PRESIDENT TO RESIGN 
Congress adjourns after 
history-making session 


WASHINGTON. — The 93rd Con- 
gress, which forced Richard Nixon 
to resign and gave the U.S. a mew 
President and Vice-President, ad- 
journed into history on Friday 
night. 

It was a smooth, controversy-free 
finish, in sharp contrast to the tu- 
mult of the past two years. 

As a pre-Christmas gift, Uon- 
gress approved and sent to Presi- 
dent Ford long-sought trade legis- 
lation that could be a key to de- 
tente with the Soviet Union. The 
trade bill, 20 months in the making, 
cffers Russia and other Communist 
countries most-favoured-nation trad- 
ing status if they loosen emigration 
laws for Jews and other minorities. 

The House adopted the bill 323 to 
36, and the Senate passed it 72 to 
4, sending # to Ford, who is plan- 
ning to sign it. 

As Congress closed up until the 
mext session-on January 14, Ford 
issued a statement sing¥ng out for 
commendation such Congressional 
action as the trade bill, pension re- 
form, mass transit, unemployment 
and .energy measures. He declared 
that much hag been done but the 
next Congress faces “the always un- 
finished agenda of ovr nation." 

ΑΒ the Senate’ ended its session, 


“asSistant “Democratic” leader” Robert™ 


Cc. Byrd of West Virginia told re- 
porters, “I think this has beén an 
historic Congress." 

House speaker Carl Albert called 
it one of the most important in his- 
tory. 

The successes and the failures of 
the 93rd Congress were overshadow- 
ed by its historic confrontations 
with the executive branch that 
changed both the Presidency and the 
occupant of the oval office. It was 
the first Congress to force a Pre- 
sident from office, and then confirm- 
ed both Ford and Nelson Rockefeller 
@B Vice-Presidents. In effect, Con- 
gress displaced the electorate in 


making Ford President and Rocke- 
feller Vice-President. 

It was the Senate Watergate 
Committee which brought to the 
public the dimensions . of the 
scandals that sank the Nixon admi- 
nistration. 


Congress reaped praise from the 
Watergate hearings, and the legis- 
lative branch gained even more 
critical esteem with its long, serious, 
largely nonpartisan debates before 
voting articles of impeachment 
against Nixon. 

In the adjournment rush, Congress 
also approved welfare legislation 
allowing use for the first time of 
federal tax agents to track down 
and collect family support payments 
from deserting welfare fathers. And 

sent to the White House 
a bill doubling the amount taxpayers 
may deduct for political contribu- 
tions and increasing from 6 to 9 
per cent the penalty on delinquent 


taxpayers. 

Tn its two-year term, Congress 
passed some landmark legislation 
but failed to achieve two of its 

goals — tax reform and 
national health insurance. 

Both houses waited until the final 
day to act on the trade measure. 
which had been opposed by some 
members, who feared it _ would 
export U.S. jobs overseas and rescue 
Communist. countries’ economies. 

During House debate on the trade 
bill, supporters including Represen- 
tative Al Ullman, an Oregon Demo- 
crat, the bill's manager, said 
it is vitally needed to get negotia- 
tions moving to bolster economies 
throughout the world. 

“This bill is the cornerstone in 2 
programme for world reconstruction 
that we're going to have to have in 
the period immediately ahead,” 
Ullman said. 

The bill authorizes Ford and his 
negotiators to go into the first new 
round of international trade negotia~ 
tions since 1967. (AP, UPI)

day moved to allow limited political 
activity in Spain — for the first 
time since the civil war of the 
1930s. 

The decree permitting Spaniards

In the Supreme Court sitting 
as Court of Civil Appeals 


‘Bristol-Myers Co., -Appéllants, 
(CA. 58/74). 


The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a decision of the Tel 
Aviv District Court delivered on 
December 6, 1978 (in C.C. 1288/72). 

The Beecham Group, the réspon- 
dents in the present case, were 
granted a patent in England for 
ampicillin, The appellants, Bristol- 
Myers, claimed to have discovered 
some new way of making ampicillin 
and applied in England to heve this 
mew method patented. The Beecham 
. |Group objected to the grant of the 

patent on the grounds that there 
had been both prior publication and 
prior use of the Bristo]-Myers’ pur- 
ported new method. Eventually the 
Patents Appeal Tribunal ruled that 
there had been neither prior use 
vor prior publication of this new 
method and the Beecham Group's 
objections were dismissed. 

The matter eventually reached the 
House of Lords in England and this 
body held that there had in fact 
been prior use of the new method 
(the question of prior publication 
having been dropped by the Beecham 
Group} and that the patent could 
not ‘be granted for this reason (see 
1974, 2 W.L.R. 79.). 

The Bristol-Myers Company had 
in fact succeeded in having their 
new method patented in Israe! al- 
ready in 1964. When, therefore, the 
Beecham Group started manufactur- 
ing and marketing a product called 
Penbritten in Israel, the Bristol- 
Myers Company claimed that this 
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constituted an i of their

In their statement of claim the 
Bristol-Myers Company anticipated

The Tel Aviv District Court, 
however, in a pre-trial, acceded to 
the Beecham Group's request to 
declare that there was no fssue- 
estoppel on the question of prior 
publication and that they were 
entitled to offer this as a defence 
to the claim that they had infringed 
Bristol-Myers’ Israel patent. 

Bristol-Myers appealed by leave 
against this decision to the Supreme 
Court. 


Rap- 
paport and Ms. Blasenstein appear- 
ed for the appellants and Dr. Abra- 
ham, Mr. G. Ginat and Dr. Seligson 
appeared for the respondents. 


JUDGMENT 

Justice Sussman, who delivered 
the first opinion of the Supreme 
Court, noted at the outset that a 
question of whether there had in 
fact been prior publication of the 
appellants’ method would have to 
be decided in accordance with Is- 
raeli law; but as the only issue 
before the court at this stage was 
whether the respondents were estop- 


.ped from pleading prior publication 


or not, the Supreme Court would 
refrain from deciding whether prior 
publication in Engtish law is the 
same as prior publication in Israeli 
law in the present proceedings, and 
would leave this question to be de- 
cided on its merits at a future ap- 
propriate stage of proceedings. 

The question before the Supreme 
Court in the present case had, there- 
fore, continued Justice Sussman, 
been reduced to one of issue~estoppel 
with respect to a factual finding 
only: that of the Patents Appeal 
Tribunal with respect to the absence 
of prior publication of the appellants’ 
invention. 

He then went on to hold that 
the doctrine of issue-estoppel in 
Israel is similar to that in England 
and can be summed up as being: 
if in the first case a certain issue 
which is vital to the final adjudica- 
tion js decided, elther expressly or

The first question which arose in- 
the present case, continued Justice 
Sussman, was whether the factual 
finding of the Patents Appeal Tri- 
bunal agaiist prior publication could 
be sald to be “vital to the final 
adjudication” in view of the fact 
that the matter was eventually de- 
elded by the House of Lords, on the 
basis of “pricr use.” He had come 
to the conclusion, he held. after 
much deliberation, that in fact the 
later developments did not derogate 
from any res judicata which there 
might have been in the lower in- 
stances, basing this conclusion on 
the rule that once an issue has been 
raised and distinctly determined, 
then neither party can be allowed 
to fight that issue all over again in 
8. new action, or else there would 
mever be an end to iitigation, and 
the way would be opened to the 
possibility of different courts’ reach- 
ing contrary decisions on the same 
issue, thus Jowering the prestige 
of the courts in the eyes of the 
public isee C.A. 246/66 and Fideli- 
tas v. Exportchleb, 1965, 2 W.L.R. 
1065). It is true, he continued, that 
when an issue whose determination 
was not essential for the final ad- 
judication ig decided in one case, 
then this would not create an issue- 
estoppel between the same parties 
im another case, an issue deemed to 
be inessential if the court's findings 
with respect to it are either obiter 
dicta or an unnecessary addendum 
to ἃ decision which had really been 
essential for adjudicating the mat- 
ter. But in the case under considera- 
tion the decision in the English 
Appeal Tribunal on prior publication 
could not be said to have been 
obiter dicta or an unnecessary ad- 
dendum ‘only because that tribunal! 
had also determined the issue of 
whether there had been prior use 
or not (see CA. 373-67, 1 P.D. 
22/552). 

‘The next question to be consider- 
ed, continued Justice Sussman, is 
whether res judicuta in another 
country can serve aS a basis for 
an issue-estoppel in Israel, The rule 
in this context is, he went on to 
point out, that a foreign judgment 
can serve as a basis for an issue- 
estoppel if it creates an issue-estop- 
pel in its country of origin «see in 
Re Carl Zeiss, 1966, 3 W.L.R. 125). 
In other words, a party which seeks 
to silence an argument of the op- 
posite party by invoking a foreign 
judgment must show that if litiga- 
tion had taken place in the country 
where the foreign judgment was 
given, he would have been entitled 
to claim isgue-estoppel on the basis 
of that judgment. Since, therefore, 
Justice Sussman continued, the rules 
with respect to estoppel because of 
res judicata are similar in England 
and Israel, tt could be said that an 
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Infringement of patent claimed 


English judgment would be likely to 
serve a8 an eatoppel to the same 
extent ag an Israeli judgment; and 
as according to English law the 
determination of an issue usually 
crentes an issue-estoppel, it would 
also create an estoppel in Israel. 

He would not, however, Justice 
Sussman added, go ag far as the 
appellants had sought to go and say 
that an estoppe! could be founded 
in ἴβγδει by one party om the basis 
of ἃ foreign judgment even if in 
the country of the judgment that 
party would not have succeeded in 
securing an estoppel. For although 
it 15. true that this would save time 
and trouble for the Israel courts, 
it would not be just to the opposite 
party, and justice must take pre 
cedence over broadening the doctrine 
of estappel, even if the broadening 
process would obviate superfluous 
htigation. 

The final and ultimate question 
to be answered, Justice Sussman 
went on to hold, is, therefore, 
whether the respondents would in 
fact have been barred in Bxagiand, 
becuuse of the decision on the que5- 
tron of prior publication handed 
down by the Patents Appeal Tri- 
bunal, from raising this defence 
again in a second action. Nor, he 
continued, did the fact that a ques- 
tion of this nature had never been 
decided in principle in England pre- 
vent him from deciding it, as there 
15 nothing to preclude a court from 
deciding what a foreign Iaw is with- 
out the aid of precedents from the 
courts of the country concerned (see 
also Castrique v. Imrie, 1870. 23 
L.T. 48), even though it would have 
to be doubly, and trebly, cautious 
in doing sa. 

Justice Sussman then went on to 
discuss Enghsh law and practice 
with respect to the granting of 
patents and came to the conclusion 
— albeit a reluctant one — that 
altbough in ucordance with princi- 
ples generally accepted in both 
Israel and England the respondents 
should have been estopped from 
attempting to raise the defence of 
“prior publication” once again, ne- 
vertheless the law applicable to 
patents in England demanded a 
contrary decision. For in accordance 
with that law, he polnted out, while 
acceptance of an objection to the 
granting of a patent is final, the 
rejection of an objection is not so 
and the respondents’ objection was 
dismissed by the English tribunal. 

In other words, he concluded, in 
the absence of any estoppel in 
England, there is nothing to prevent 
the respondents from raising once 
more, before an Israeli court, all the 
objections to the granting of a 
patent which they had raised un- 
successfully before the English Ap- 
peal Tribunal, although of course, 
in Israel these objections would be 
examined with the utmost care 
and punctiliousness. 

For this reason, held Justice Suss- 
man, the appeal should be dismissed.

The compromise reached on 
the C.o.L. allowance is unfor- 


tunately based on a set of equi- 
vocations which leaves the 
Pending issues unresolved. The 
question of the exclusion of the 
allowance from all tax impact 
and the effect of the higher 
Prices of basic imports has been 
shelved to July next. In the 
meantime the issue has been 
deliberately avoided by basing 
the new allowance on the pre- 
devaluation C.0.L., with an extra 
payment a month early, in 
December, to offset the loss.

that ought to be taken within 
the next few months, A taste of 
the opposition likely to be en- 
countered in handling this hot 
potato has just been given by 
the recent strikes of El Al per- 
sonnel and of the mariners, and 
in both cases the authorities 
concerned did not feel strang 
enough to come to grips with the 
‘basic problem. 

One good thing may however 
come out of the C.o.L, discus- 
sion: we now know the problems 
we are facing, and have a fixed 
date at which they will come to 
a head. The economic slowdown 
is already beginning to make it- 
self felt, and there is some an- 
xiety concerning future full em- 
ployment. To avoid a slump, a 
comprehensive effort will have to 
be gon ae improve oa econo- 
mic ance, and in parti- 
cular to shift available resources 
to export industries. This wifl 
not happen without far-reaching 
reforms, These are urgently 
needed not only to increase pro- 
ductivity and check ‘inflation, 
but also to raise national morale. 


Soviets deny they made 
emigration deal with U.S. 


DAVAE (Histadrut), commenting 
on the Soviet disavowal of the 
Jackson Amendment, stresses the 
timing of the publication of the 
Soviet announcement, the contents 
of which had been known 
in Washington for some time. "Ap- 
parently it is linked with Soviet 
moves in the Middle East, where 
Moscow considers itself obliged to 
pacify the Arabs. Eventually, how- 
ever, the Kremlin will be forced to 
permit .the continuation of Jewish 
emigration. This will come about 
not only as.a result of pressure by 
Washington but also as a result 
of the incessant struggle by Soviet 
Jewry, supported by public opinion, 
both Jewish and non-Jewish, in 
free world.” 


AL HAMISHMAR (Mapam) con- 
cludes: “At the present stage the 
Soviets prefer revival of their in- 
fluence in Egypt to most-favoured- 
nation status in trade with the US. 
The Soviet Union will now have 
to give careful thought to its long- 
range economic requirements and 
decide what is more prejudicial to 
its prestige — permitting a certain 
fiow of Jewish emigration or reneg- 


ing on its commitments te Wash- 
ington.” 


HATZOFE (National Religious) 
fears that the Soviet Union will 
continue to prevent emigration on 
the grounds that Soviet Jews are 
not at all desirous of going to Is- 
rael. ‘It may be assumed that any 
agreement secured in the Sadat- 
Brezhnev talks will heap up further 
obstacles in the way of Jewish 
emigration. It is to be feared that 
the Soviet authorities will continue 
to make difficulties, in particular 
for the emigration of professionals 
and university graduates.” 
HA’ARETZ independent), discus- 
sing Cairo's intentions, says that 


the Egypt has not slammed the door 


on indirect contacts with Israel. 
Even if the prospects are not very 
good, Israel should persevere in 
efforts to achieve a further partial 
settlement. 

HAMODIA (Agudat: Yisrael), how- 
ever, feels Sadat’s aim is to gain 
time while preparing for another 
war.

Manchesters “Guardian” com- 
mented in an editorial Friday on 
the prospects of another Arab- 
Israel war.

“Most analysts are gloomily 
agreed that unless the current 
deadlock is broken, there will be 
war by the spring. The next war

damaging than its predecessors, 
both on and off the battlefield. 

“The chances are that the Arabs 
would impose a tough oil embargo 
with potentially catastrophic re- 
sults for Europe's economies. 

“Talks between Israel and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
are the crux. At present both sides 
are captives of their own intransi- 
gence. 

“Israel ig unrealistic in assuming 
that King Hussein will eventually 
come back to the centre of the 
stage. The PLO has to give firmer 
signs from the beginning that it 
does not hope to negotiate the 
dismantling of Israel.” 

Columnists Rowland Evans and 
Robert Novak reported in the 
Washington Post on Thursday that 
Iran’s “surprisingly abrupt turn to- 
ward a harder pro-Arab line against 
Israel... is causing high level con- 
sternation inside President Ford's 
national security apparatus,” the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency hag 
reported.

According to Evans and Novak, 
a complete transcript of the Shah's 
interview with the Beirut publica- 
tion “Middle East Economic Sur- 
vey" was rushed to Washington 
by cable. 

“While devoid of overtly nasty 
anti-Israel rhetoric, it raises serious 
alarms considering the multi-billion 
dollar American arms sales to 
Teheran and Washington's policy 
of depending on Iran for Western 
defence of the Persian Gulf and 
northern approaches to the Soviet 
Union,” Evans and Novak wrote. 
“What is ominous about the 
Shah's words at this critical junc- 
ture in the Arab-Israeli deadlock 
is their hint of drastic change in 
oll policy toward Israel and the 
West if war breaks out again.” 

Some specialists hold that the 
Shah's reference to “our war" 
could be simply a warning that 
the next outbreak of Arab-Israeli 
hostilities will lead to a third world 
war, Evans and Novak said. “How- 
ever, the majority view inside “the 
Ford Administration takes a more 
reafiatic view. The Shah was using 
this interview with the Arabic 


language publication to warn Is- 
rael and Washington while gaining 
eredit with his Arab neighbours," 
the writers said.

The industrial nations face a struggle for political survival 


A bagful of challenges for 1975 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

NEW YORK. — As the holi- 
day season approaches, the ad- 
vanced industrial nations are get- 
ting a bagful of challenges and for 
some, their response in 1975 may 
eventually spell the difference be- 
tween eclipse and survival of politi- 

cal systems. 


One challenge: after lurching all 
this past year through seas of woes 
and murky gloom, industrial na- 
tions must now ponder ways to at- 
tack and dnd solutions to what seem 
insoluble situations, ὃ 

Another challenge involves the 
will to cooperate, Lots of alarums 
have been sounded: The West must 
stick together, must not splinter its 
alliance in a frantic scramble for 
individual solutions, must forge a 
common front. There's also a lot of 
an attitude that says in effect, “You 
make the sacrifices — I can't afford 
them.” 

In this season traditionally dedi- 
‘cated to peace and goodwill, it needs 
only a casual look to confirm that 
both these commodities are in short 
supply and the world is in sorry 
shape. 

A few months ago, U.S. Secretary 


of State Henry Kissinger, who isn't 
given to hyperbole, threw out the 
thought that failure to produce 
answers can disintegration of 
Western political fabrics and per- 
haps some Communist takeovers. 
But since he spoke, none of the 
problems seems any closer to solu- 
tion, 


It's become easy to reach and ex- 
plore the moon. Men send satellites 
probing planets miilions of miles 
away, But human genius remains 
unequal to the challenge of feeding 
this little planet or even making its 
water safely drinkable and its air 
breathable. Nor has it been able to 
curb the appetite for weapons that 
can mean self-destruction. 

Swelling populations in poor 
countries desperately short of food 
promise a legacy of political ex- 
plosion and violence, but in rich 
nations, reeling from painful eco- 
nomic blows, resistance slowly in- 
creases to open-ended aid for the 
stricken, 


The Americans and Russians have 
a detente of sorts going, but each 
continues building enormous super- 
arsenals at immense cost. Indeed, 
technology is threatening to rule 
politics, and the arms race now may 
have a momentum all its own.

Netivei Ayalon takes shape 
after 10 years’ work 


THE MAMMOTH SERPENT of Ne- 
tivei Ayalon is taking shape after 
ten years and should be ready for 
use within two or three years. The 
excavation is almost completed of 


Tel Aviv traffic by Ἄ 
wire. When completed, Netivel Aya- 
lon will have 12 lanes for motor 
traffic, a railway to join the Haifa 
line to Jerusalem, an overhead gal- 
lery for telephone and electricity 
lines, and an open channel for rain- 
water. 

Netivei Ayalon follows the bed of 
commonly 


present engineering control several 
days a year. There was at one time 
a suggestion to divert the Ayalon, 
which takes the waters of the Je- 
rusalem region south of Jaffa, 
the way it flowed in the times of 
Solomon the Temple-builder. 
But the idea did not catch on. Jeru- 
salem can still hope to collect all 
the Ayalon water somewhere near 
Hartuv and pump it back where 
it lawfully belongs. . 
Roughly a quarter of a billion 
pounds have already been invested 
in Netivel Ayalon. The Government 
and the Tel Aviv Municipality 
spend about IL70m. yearly to keep 
work abreast of the planning sche- 
dule. But before vehicles move on 
the ground and the wires hum in 
their gallery shelters, another 
quarter of 2 billion will have to be 
spent, says David Shiffman, chair- 
man of the Board of Directors: 
Work on Netivel Ayalom has been 
accompanied from the start by the 
clamour of objections. Who needs 


grandiose projects’ The Halfa- 
Ashded traffic can take the Geha 
by-pass, as it now does, An addi- 
tional bridge or two over the Yar- 
kon with an extra lane or an extra 
road would serve the traffic heaced 
for Tel Aviv proper. 

Then there was an objection of 
another sort. Urban development, it 
was argued, mormally follows the 
main roads. It is along the major 
traffic route that shops and offices 
are opened, because the access to 
them is easy. But Netivei Ayalon is 
practically an open tunnel, ro more 
than a transportation device. No 
commercial development is possible 
along it. Moreover, the complicated 
system of clover-ieaf Intersections 
planned will slow down the flow of 
vehicles entering or leaving Tel 
Aviv. Opinions are stl divided 
among the municipal engineers 
whether one should even attempt 
the clover-leaf, which is extremely 
costly, or whether one should not 
try at first to control the cross- 
roads by traffic lights. 

Over the past ten years, an enor- 
mous ground-clearing operation has 
been carried out by Netivel Ayalon. 
Millions were paid to owners of 
small plots of land which had to be 
expropriated for the project — a 
process which irvolved numerous 
legal complications. “What Baruch 
Amir, the outgoing director-general 
of the project, failed to realize was 
that people were unaware of the 
progress he had made,” an observer 
told us. Mr. Amir planned to con- 
struct the bridges before he began 
to lay the roads. That may have 
been sound constructional thinking. 
But it required too much patient 
imagination on the part of the pay- 


tag public and its elected represen- 
tatives. Mr. Amir was reportediy 
led to offer his resignation, The 
bosrd of governors is to meet this 
week to appoint a successor, who 
will formally take over Ia April fas 
the Ministry of Transport suggesta) 
or ia June {as the Municipality pre- 
fers). 

The problem is complicated by 
the fact that Netivel Ayalon, the 
cempany which is constructing the 
road, has made its plans to assure 
motorized access to the major cen- 
tres of Tel Aviv. Connected with 
the Netivei Ayalon roads are work 
in Rokach Boulevard, Rehov Shiomo 
Hamelekh and the construction’ of 
an underground motorway beneath 
Sderot Rothschiid. A foreign road 
expert has even suggested laying a 
road under the sea. The amount of 
money involved is astronomical, Mr. 
Shiffman admits. 

“We have no choice, however,” 
he says. “With or without Mr, Amir, 
Native Ayalon is here to stay, One 
may think the expenditure extrava- 
gant, if one does not -realize the 
facts of modern transport. Indeed, 
we are already ten years behind j 
developments,” ᾿
